FROM  THE 
HEADMASTER 

The  theme  of  this  yearbook  is  'togetherness',  and 
throughout  its  pages  you  will  see  evidence  of  students, 
staff  and  parents  working  together  for  the  common 
good.  That  does  not  mean,  of  course,  that  we  do  not 
encourage  individualism,  nor,  sadly,  that  harmony  and 
concord  will  always  prevail  in  our  midst.  But  it  does 
mean  that  the  individuals  who  comprise  Saltus 
Grammar  School,  by  working  together  at  a  wide 
variety  of  tasks,  become  increasingly  aware  of  that 
basic  truth  that  true  happiness  in  life  is  derived  from 
participation,  from  becoming  involved  with  the  life 
around  us,  from  caring  and  being  cared  for  in  turn  by 
our  fellow  men  and  women.

Centuries  ago  for  one  of  his  sermons  John  Donne 
wrote:  "No  man  is  an  island,  entire  of  itself;  every 
man  is  a  piece  of  the  continent,  a  part  of  the  main;  if 
a  clod  be  washed  away  by  the  sea,  that  continent  is 
diminished  and  likewise  any  man's  death  diminishes 
me,  because  I  am  involved  in  Mankind." 

We  at  Saltus  are  certainly  involved  in  mankind  and 
it  is  our  fervent  intent  that  all  who  pass  through  the 
school  will  leave  us,  not  only  having  developed  high 
standards  in  all  those  traditional  areas  necessary  for  a 
young  person  to  make  his  or  her  way  in  the  world, 
but  also  with  a  highly  developed  community 
consciousness,  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  others 
beyond  the  bounds  of  their  immediate  acquaintances.

Saturday  morning  football  began  its  ninth  season  in  October  1988  pre- 
ceded by  a  clinic  for  the  coaches,  ably  led  by  Jon  Beard  and  Kieran  Peacock, 
athletic  directors  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  School,  respectively.  During  the 
first  term,  the  boys  played  games  under  their  house  colours  and,  commenc- 
ing in  January,  a  format  adopted  in  1987  was  used  whereby  the  boys  were 
allocated  on  the  basis  of  skills  and  attendance  to  4  teams;  the  Barracudas, 
Sharks,  Marlins  and  Snappers.

Attendance  was 
high  throughout  the  season,  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  only  one 
rained  out  morning,  and  partly  due  to  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  boys 
and  parents  in  participating. 

Another  fun  part  of  the  programme  is  playing  against  teams  from  other 
schools.  Many  of  the  twos  and  threes  were  selected  to  play  in  a  tournament 
in  November  at  the  Junior  school  field  and  the  boys  won  all  their  matches 
against  Port  Royal,  Mt.  St.  Agnes  and  Gilbert  Institute. 

Since  January,  more  boys  have  been  selected  to  play  in  matches  against 
Port  Royal  and  Mt.  St.  Agnes.  Last  year  a  father  kindly  donated  a  cup  to  be 
played  annually  between  Cavendish  and  Port  Royal  on  a  two  game  total 
goal  series.  The  Cavendish  boys  were  once  again  successful  and  exhibited 
excellent  skills  and  enthusiasm  in  the  games.  The  fine  coaching  of  Martin 
Law  for  these  games  was  much  appreciated  by  the  boys. 

The  main  ingredients  for  a  successful  season  were  present  in  the  support 
of  parents  in  setting  up  the  field  each  Saturday,  parents  instructing  and 
having  fun  with  the  boys,  and  the  boys  themselves  learning  new  skills, 
learning  to  play  with  teammates,  sportsmanship,  and  above  all  having  fun 
in  the  process. 

Many  thanks  to  all  for  another  fine  season,  well  supported  by  parents, 
the  boys  and  the  teachers!

THE  CENTENARY  PLANTING  SCHEME 

Putting  in  the  Plants 

On  the  rocky  windswept  hillside  at  Cavendish  there  are  now 
twenty  five  young  cedars  and  fifty  shrubs,  mainly  climbers  for  the 
fence.  In  the  grounds  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Schools  now  stand 
nine  young  Royal  Palms,  one  of  which  was  planted  by  the 
Honourable  John  Swan,  Premier  of  Bermuda.  Furthermore  twelve 
Palmettos,  three  Solitaire  Palms  were  planted,  and  fifty  shrubs  were 
positioned  to  make  hedges  and  to  cover  the  relatively  few  patches  of 
bare  soil  near  school  buildings. 

All  together  over  a  hundred  and  fifty  plants  are  now  in  place  to 
make  our  school  "even  more  beautiful!".  The  generosity  of  parents, 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  school  Heads  and  the  energetic  assistance  of 
boys  and  parents  have  made  this  scheme  possible.

Particularly  encouraging  were  the  results  of  The  Royal  Schools  of  Music

And  to 
the  violin  teachers  from  The  Menuhin  foundation,  Mrs.  Antoinette  Davis, 
Mr.  Lyle  Van  Wie  and  Mr.  Douglas  Frith,  a  special  note  of  thanks  for 
their  teaching  of  Saltus  students  and  their  general  support  of  the  music  in 
the  school. 

The  performances  of  Jason  Semos  both  in  concerts  and  in  the  recent 
Advanced  Certificate  Examination  merit  mention.  As  the  winner  last  year 
of  the  Anthony  Ferraz  Cup  for  the  highest  marks  in  Grade  8  for  Bermuda, 
Jason  has  progressed  to  playing  his  saxophone  to  a  highly  professional 
standard.  His  performances  in  the  Premier's  Concert,  Carols  for  All  and 
The  Band  Concert  all  reflected  a  very  musical  and  talented  person  who 
will  go  far.  As  one  of  the  first  candidates  in  the  world  to  enter  for  the 
post-grade  8  Advanced  Certificate  it  came  as  no  surprise  when  he  was 
awarded  an  A/B  rating  for  his  playing.  He,  Marco  Azaro  and  two  Old 
Boys  of  the  school,  Graham  Maule  and  Wallace  Lee  are  entitled  to  append 
the  initials  Advanced  Certificate  A.B.R.S.M.  to  their  names. 

Jason  returns  to  Interlochen  Music  Camp  this  summer  having  been 
awarded  a  $2,000  Scholarship  from  the  Arts  Council  and  a  $750  award 
from  the  camp  itself. 

Over  150  instrumentalists  and  singers  took  part  in  this  years  Carols  for 
All  and  the  standard  reached  was  pleasingly  high.  Z.B.M.  taped  part  of 
this  to  be  shown  on  television  on  Christmas  Eve  and  the  performance 
elicited  many  positive  comments. 

The  Band  Concert  was  well-supported  by  parents  and  friends  and 
everyone  seemed  pleased  with  the  playing.  It's  encouraging  to  note  how 
many  professional  musicians  elect  to  play  with  us  and  the  positive  things 
that  they  all  had  to  say  about  the  students.  To  Mrs.  Susan  Purr  and  Mrs. 
Sacha  Simmons  a  big  thank  you  for  helping  with  Band  Camp  again.  To 
feed  75  musicians  over  a  weekend  is  a  feat  in  itself! 

The  Saltus  Concert  Society  gave  a  much-appreciated  concert  in  St. 
John's  in  November.  As  always,  Mr.  Drummond's  contribution  as  a  soloist 
in  Weber's  Clarinet  Concerto  was  splendid  as  were  performances  from 
Andrea  Hodson,  Suzanne  Platau,  Kate  Ross,  Alison  Johnston  and  Elizabeth 
Pitman  in  Schubert's  Trout  Quintet.  Memorable,  too,  were  the  solo 
contributions  from  Jane  Marriott  and  Ruth  Henderson.  A  belated  welcome 
to  Miss  Bronagh  McClatchie  who  played  flute  in  this  concert.  Her 
contribution  here  and  in  the  Junior  School  is  certainly  appreciated. 

An  exciting  development  in  the  Music  Department  is  the  addition  of  a 
full-time  Brass  Specialist.  Mr.  Alan  Furness  comes  to  us  from  the  U.K. 
with  a  wealth  of  orchestra  and  teaching  experience.  He  and  his  wife, 
Lesley,  also  a  trumpet-player,  run  the  Intrada  Brass  Ensemble  in  U.K.  and 
Mr.  Furness  wrote  and  conducted  the  brass  music  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  present  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  which  was  televised  world-wide.  We 
do  look  forward  to  the  Furness  family  joining  us. 

All  in  all  a  busy  but  rewarding  year  and  I  am  grateful  to  my  colleagues 
for  their  support,  patience  and  encouragement.

The  1988  School  French  Trip

On  Sunday  night,  July  Srd, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shore  led  the 
thirteen  of  us  onto  British 
Airways,  armed  with  heavy 
suitcases  and  ready-to-reach 
Walkmans.  After  months  of 
anticipation,  our  French  trip 
had  begun! 

After  an  exhausting  and 
tedious  flight,  we  boarded 
the  Underground  froni 
Terminal  Four  and  started 
our  extensive  trip  to  Paris. 
Finally,  after  a  rough  ride  on 
a  hovercraft  and  numerous 
trips  on  trains,  shuttle  buses 
and  the  Metro,  we  arrived  at 
the  Hotel  de  la  Havane 
around  11:30  Monday  night.

Each  morning  in  France, 
we  had  a  typical,  somewhat 
scant  French  breakfast  of 
croissants  and  coffee  or  tea. 

On 
our  first  day  in  Paris,  we 
walked  along  the  famous 
Champs  Elysees,  past  huge 
shops,  cinemas  and  offices. 
Although  it  began  to  rain, 
our  spirits  never  dampened. 
At  the  Tuileries  gardens,  we 
stood  under  a  tree  and  ate 
'tasty'  cheese  sandwiches 
with  real  French  bread  for 
lunch.  We  met  some  African 
trinket  salesmen  and  Scott 
DeCosta  brought  a  plastic 
gorilla  key  chain.  We  all 
attempted  to  haggle  our  ways 
to  a  good  sale. 

We  also  visited  the  huge 
shopping  mall,  Les  Halles 
and  we  saw  the  Pompidou 
Centre.  That  night,  we  ate  at 
a  restaurant  near  the  hotel;  a 
truly  superb  dining 
experience,  where  we  ate 
well,  told  jokes  and  talked  in 
a  friendly  warm  atmosphere. 


On  Wednesday,  we  went 
to  Montmartre  in  the  north 
of  Paris  and  visited  the 
beautiful  church,  Sacre- 
Coeur.  After  walking  around 
the  Place  du  Tertre,  I 
brought  a  333  Franc  antique 
gun  ($50)  and  Scott,  Reg  and 
Christian  got  their  'portraits' 
done  for  a  mere  200F  ($30). 
We  visited  the  Louvre  and 
saw  the  Mona  Lisa  and 
thousands  of  other  paintings 
and  sculptures.  At  a  cafe  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Seine, 
almost  everybody  was  ripped 
off  when  they  brought  SOF 
($8)  Cokes!

On  our 
way  back  to  Paris,  we  played 
cards  and  that  night,  we  ate 
in  a  Pizza  restaurant  where 
the  waiters  amused  us  by 
calling  certain  people  names. 


(E.g.  does  Scott  really  look 
like  Dracula?) 

Friday  was  our  last  day  in 
Paris.  We  travelled  to  the 
Eiffel  Tower  and  went  up  to 
the  second  floor.  The  sights 
were  marvellous  (especially 
the  female  tourists 
EVERYWHERE!!!).  After  a 
long  climb  down,  we  had 
lunch  and  then  went  on  an 
interesting  boat  ride  up  and 
down  the  Seine.  From  the 
boat,  we  saw  much  of  Paris' 
beautiful  and  varied 
architecture.  On  land,  we 
watched  some  old  men  play 
bowls  and  on  our  way  back 
to  the  hotel,  Reg  (whoever 
else?)  missed  our  stop  at 
Cadet.

The  next  day  we  caught  a 
three  hour  train  ride  to 
Bayeux  in  Normandy.  We 
checked  into  the  Hotel  de 
Brunville  and  after  having 
pizza  for  lunch,  we  visited 
the  Bayeux  Tapestry  and 
then  saw  a  Medieval  festival 
which  was  taking  place. 
Many  of  the  local  people 
were  dressed  in  Medieval 
outfits  and  walked  in  a 
parade  down  the  town's 
main  street.  We  dined  in  our 
restaurant.  La  Marmite,  and 
that  night  some  of  us  went 
out  and  met  some  French 
girls,  although  our 
conversation  was  somewhat 
limited! 

After  breakfast  on  Sunday, 
we  rented  some  pedal  cycles 
and  rode  to  Arromanches, 
found  on  the  coast.  We  were 
not  tired  (yet)  and  walked 
around  this  little  town, 
visiting  D-Day  museum. 
We  saw  the  landing  beaches 
and  after  buying  some 
drinks,  we  continued  our 
trek  along  the  coast.  We  rode 
to  Port  au  Bessin  -  a  very 
small  town.  Now  we  were 
tired!  On  our  way  back  to 
Bayeux,  we  struggled  on  our 
tiresome  bikes  in  the 
afternoon  sun  and  wondered 
why  Mr.  Shore  was  doing 
this  to  us.  N..Scaife,  M. 
Ashton  and  S.  DeCosta  all 
deserve  to  be  mentioned  for 
riding  a  particularly  bad  bike 
at  intervals.  Finally,  we  were 
back  at  the  hotel,  totally 
exhausted,  after  riding 
approximately  twenty  miles. 
After  dinner,  some  of  us

SCIENCE  AT  SALTUS 

Every  year  is  a  busy  one  in  the  Science  Department,  but  this  year  was 
particularly  active  with  G.C.S.E.  assessment  practicals  taking  place  for  both 
4th  and  5th  year  students  in  the  three  separate  science  subjects.  The  Advanced 
Placement  courses  went  on  as  usual,  demanding  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort 
from  both  staff  and  students,  for  although  they  are  relatively  short  courses 
they  require  very  intensive  study. 

The  junior  classes  developed  soundly  throughout  the  year,  and  new  appara- 
tus was  acquired  to  help  in  the  "hands  on"  approach  which  has  always  been 
the  basis  of  science  at  Saltus.  A  versatile  digital  balance  replaced  our  older  top- 
pan  balances,  whilst  an  impressive  full-size  model  of  a  human  body  has 
certainly  made  Biology  more  interesting  and  relevant.  The  use  of  a  computer  in 
the  Department  has  stimulated  staff  and  students  and  we  are  in  the  process  of 
developing  its  potential.  Initially,  the  use  of  an  excellent  graphical  analysis 
programme  has  given  students  the  opportunity  to  present  results  in  new, 
efficient  and  exciting  ways,  which  is  most  welcome  as  part  of  the  Department's 
thrust  to  involve  the  students  in  current  technology  and  ideas.  Certainly  such 
an  atmosphere  of  high  technology  and  adventure  was  waiting  for  a  group  of  18 
boys  who,  along  with  Messrs  Gottard  and  McCormick,  visited  the  Kennedy 
Space  Centre,  as  well  as  other  places  of  interest,  when  they  spent  4  days  in 
February  based  in  Orlando,  Florida. 

So,  as  one  busy  and  fruitful  year  finishes,  we  look  forward  to  the  challenges 
and  developments  of  the  next  year,  in  the  ever  changing  world  of  science.

Although  this  report  has  to  be  writter\  before  the  pubhcation  of  Advanced  Placen\ent  results,  I  am  confident  that  these 
examinations  will  only  confirm  how  successful  this  year  has  been  for  students  in  the  Post-Graduate  Class  of  '89. 

Success  is  measured  by  a  variety  of  yardsticks.  Naturally,  when  assessing  a  college-preparatory  programme,  one  tends  to 
look  first  at  those  institutions  of  further  and  higher  education  to  which  students  have  gained  admission.  In  this  respect, 
this  year's  Class  has  achieved  an  outstanding  record.  In  Canada,  Queens,  Western  Ontario  and  Dalhousie  continue  to  be 
the  more  popular  choices  of  students,  whilst  McGill  and  McMaster  have  also  attracted  an  increasing  number  of  applicants. 
In  the  United  States,  among  those  schools  which  P.G.Y.  students  will  be  attending  are  such  prestigious  institutions  as  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and  Brown  University-both  of  which  have  made  very  generous  scholarship  awards 
in  recognition  of  the  calibre  of  those  candidates  accepted.  Once  again,  universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  continued 
to  look  favourably  upon  students  offering  AP  exams  and  SATs  and,  conditional  upon  results,  one  student  will  be  attending 
Edinburgh  University  next  year. 

At  Saltus,  however,  we  do  not  gauge  the  success  of  each  Post-Graduate  Year  class  simply  in  terms  of  college  admission. 
We  also  place  great  emphasis  upon  the  extent  to  which  our  students  have  contributed  to  both  the  school  and  local 
communities.
